Nutting Ordinance. 


The Nutting ordinance, which incor- 
porates the “baby bond” or ten-year 
paving plan, making it possible for a 
petition from 51 per cent of the prop- 
erty owners to have a paving project 
passed through council and assessing 
the entire cost of the work to prop- 
erty abutting on a thoroughfare, pay- 
able in ten annual installments, involves 
an amendment to the city charter, and 
the baby bond feature asks for an 
amendment to the constitution of the 
state, giving cities of 150,000 popula- 
tion the right to issue ten-year paving 
bonds without submitting such issues 
to a vote of the people. The bonds 
under this amendment would be secuted 
by paving notes given by property

And Hundreds of Cannon 
Lost by the Allied’ Armies 


6 MILES IN4 DAYS. 
MADE BY GERMANS 
IN RUSH TO MARNE 


“Situation Is a Very Anx- 
ious One,” Asserts the Brit- 
ish General Staff in Re- 
viewing Progress of the 
Battle. 


PLENTY OF RESERVES 
AVAILABLE TO GERMANS 


Immediate Future Depends 

on Course Taken by Ger- 
mans—Drive of the Ger- 
mans in Such Force Sur- 
prise to Allies. 


London, May 31.—The Germans in 
their Champagne offensive in France 
have nowg reached the right bank of 
the River Marne on a ten-mile front, 
according to a statement given to the 
Associated press today by the British 
general staff. 

The statement says that the Ger- 
mans have not yet entered Chatéau 
Thierry, but that they are attacking 
heavily there and to the northward. 
The announcement, which is said to ex- 
press the opinion of the general staff, 
continues: 

“The situation around Rheims is not 
quite clear, but if it is not already lost, 
it seems clear it must fall very soon. 

“Yesterday the French were driven 
back to a line from Noyon to Soissons. 

“A new development is the German 
attempt to extend their attacks to the 
east of Rheims, where they were re- 
ported to be attacking last night, but 
no further details have yet been re- 
ceived. 

Situation Very Anxious One. 

“The situation is a very anxious one, 
not only because the Germans have 
made such rapid progress—an advance 
of 26 miles in four days—but also be- 
cause they still have such large re- 
serves available to be thrown into the 
battle at any point. 

“Our transport of reserves has w6rk- 
ed very well and there is reason to 
hope that the Germans will not make 
any further progress, although ‘the sit- 
uation must remain anxious as long as 
they have plenty of reserves. The im- 
mediate future depends on what course 
the enemy takes. The crown prince has 
used up virtually all his own resérves 
and some from the army groups to the 
eastward, but the great bulk of the 
German reserves are to the north. It re- 
mains to be seer whether the enemy 
will use them to develop his success 
toward Paris or pursue his original 
intention in striking toward Amiens 
with a view to cutting the allied armies 
in two. 

“The attack during the past week 
has not been so serious as other at- 
tacks at other points in the allied line 


because we have more room for ma-{to 


neuver and can better afford to fall 
back. Another thing that must al- 
ways be considered is that the Germans 
are rapidly using up their effectives. 
Thus far they have employed probably 
45 divisions in the present attack. 
Were the Allies Surprised? 

“The question has been much dis- 
cussed. in the past few days whether 
this German attack was a surprise to 
the allies. It cannot be called a com- 
plete surprise because of the fact that 
enemy concentrations in the Laon area 
were known, but until a day or two 
before the battle we had no indication 
that an attack on a big scale was in- 
tended. The Germans deserve full 
credit for maintaining secrecy: of their 
plans. The main masses of men were 
brought up to the actual front lines 
only on the night before the attack, 
which was preceded by only two hours 
of bombardment for the purpose of 
cutting wire entanglements. The Ger- 
mans are not making the same use of 
artillery as heretofore. They are using 
trench mortars in. large numbers for 
wire-cutting.

ALONG SIDES OF SALIENT 
GERMANS ARE BEING HELD, 
BY ANGLO-FRENCH FORCES 


Germans Seem to Have 
Taken Chateau- Thierry, 
and From THis Point May 
Be Expected to Move 
Down the Marne—All Re- 
ports Tell of Allies Being 
Vastly Outaumbered--Gen. | 
Foch Has Not Put in His 
Reserves.

New York, May 31.—(By Assoclated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Plunging southward, with its 
momentum still unspent, the German 
war machine has driven its wedge into 
the allied lines along the front until 
its apex has reached the Marne river, 
south of Fere-en-Tardenois. The des- 
perate efforts of the French and Brit- 
ish to stem the tide against the in- 
vaders have served only to slow down 
the rate of speed of the German ad- 
vance; the defenders of the heights 
north of the Marne seem to have been 
Iswept aside in the rush of the enemy 
toward the road to Paris. 


GERMANS EXTEND 
LINE OF ATTACK. 


-Aside from the movement of the Ger- 
man armies southward, two other signi- 
ficant incidents of the tremendous bat- 
tle have occured. One is that the Ger- 
mans have extended their attack to the 
northwest, along the Ailette river, 
from which the French have fallen back 
for some distance. The other is that 
the battle has extended to the east 
of Rheims, which city, during the first 


‘|few days of the battle, formed the ex- 


treme eastern end of the line of bat- 
tle. 

Along the sides of the salient formed 
by the rapid German: advanee to the 
Marne, the French and British have 
been holding their positions gallantly. 
South of Soissons the French have de- 
fended their line with such vigor that 
the Germans have not made much im- 
pression upon it. On the other side of 
the battle area, the British are still 
holding the forts of Rheims and po#- 
tions just west of that war-stricken 
city.

Paris, May ~$1.—German attacks on 
French positions on the right bank of 
the Ailette river have been repulsed.

“The principal effart of the enemy 
has been in the sector of Soissons and 
further to the south in the direction 
of Neuilly St. Front. To the west of 
Soissons our troops haye delivered 
vigorous counter attacks and have ar- 
rested all the enemy’s efforts, inflict- 
ing very severe losses. The enemy was 
unable to make any progress in this 
direction. On the other hand the ene- 
my has been able to win some ground 
to the west of the road from Soissons 
to Chateau Thiery and in the direction 
of this town he has passed Oulchy-la- 
Ville and Oulchy-le-Chateau.

Several attempts made 
by the Germans to come over were re- 
pulsed with heavy losses by the Ameri- 
cans. 

Enemy airmen were active last night 
and this morning bombing villages be- 
hind our lines without regard to mili- 
tary objectives. . 

The Eighty-second German reserve 
division, from which the Americans 
took prisoners in the fighting at Can- 
tigny is commanded by General von 
Lorne, under Stauge, This officer served 
on both the Russiafh and western fronts 
and came to Cantigny between May 12 
and 15. His division participated in the 
German offensive on the San river in 
May; 1915, which pierced the Russian 
front in Galicia. 

In one of the counter attucks 
launched against the Americans in Can- 
tingy the Germans tried to use tanks. 
American artillery opened a heavy fire, 
driving both the foot soldiers and the 
tanks back in disorder. 

The new American positions in. Can- 
tigny are being improved constantly. 
The Americans have not budged an 
inch since they gained the town. Every 
time the enemy artillery starts a bom- 
bardment the American gunners smoth- 
er the opposition fire. 

German airmen, flying at a great 
height, penetrated many miles to the 
rear of the American lines. They were 
driven off by anti-aircraft guns and 
were unable to drop any bombs. 


PERSHING REPORTS 
ON CANTIGNY FIGHT. 

Washington, May, 31.—The driving of 
the Germans from Cantigny is told in 
an addition to General Pershing’s com- 
munique of yesterday, given out by the 
war department today. 

Kfforts of the German authorities to 
discount the fighting qualities of the 
American troops, the communique says, 
indicates that they fear the moral ef- 
fect of the admission in Germany. 

The communique follows: 

“Section B-—Attention is drawn to 
fact that the German official com- 
munique of May 29, afternoon, in re- 
porting the capture of Cantigny, avoids 
mention of ‘the fact that the operation 
was conducted by American troops. Re- 
cent marked endeavors of the Germans 
to discount the fighting qualities of 
our forces indicate that the enemy 
feared the morale effect of such an ad- 
mission in Germany. 

“In a renewed counter attack on our 
new positions in Cantigny region, made 
by Germans on morning May 29, tanks 
were used. Our lines were firmly held. 
Hostile losses appear to have been very 
heavy. At conclusion of this counter 
attack our prisoners had increased to 
240.

to the. mayor for his approval the same 
day, making it possible for the work to 
begin as scheduled Tuesday morning, 
June 4.

tance from the Delaware river to Beau- 
fort, N. C., in order to reliéve con- 
gested freight conditions. This project 
will not serve that purpose, touching, 
as it does, millions ‘of acres of the best 
farming country in’ America, and the 
greatest timber forests of the south, 
but it serves the one paramount pur- 


oped coal fields for bunkers and making 
the transportation not only quick, but 
nominal in expense. 

The hugeness of the project at first 
pianos immediately suggests a greater 
ength of time for its construction than 
would seem advisable with the demands 
so urgent. -That is a mistake. With 
the use of the Panama machinery the 
100 miles of excavation can be com- 
pleted, engineers figure, in six months. 
In the meantime 
dry docks, marine repair shops, etc., can 
be constructed. 

Governor Deorsey’s Telegram. 

The telegram of Governor Dorsey to 
— governors of the states named fol- 
ows: 

Executive Offices State of Georgia, At- 
lanta, May $31, 1918. 

The urgent need of our country for ade- 
quate, cheap and uninterrupted transpor- 
tation facilities to some warm water port 
on the Atlantic seaboard, where the move- 
ment of all essentials to our troops and 
allies in Burope cannot be interrupted by 
freezing weather conditions, as was the 
case last winter at Hampton Roads and all 
‘northern orts, has emphasized. to the 
Georgia ouncil of Defense the urgent 
necessity as a war measure of the immedi- 
te construction of the St. Mary’s to 8st. 


a 
Mark’s 
This canal will connect the waters of the 
Atlantic and the Guif of Mexico by connect- 
ing the waters of St. Marys river, at pres- 
ent navigable for over seventy miles, * 
ing tn the Okefenokee swamp and flowing 
into the Atlantic at the state line between 
Georgia and Florida, with the waters of the 
Suwanee, heading in thé same swamp, and 
navigable for a long distance and flowing 
into the gulf. It would then go down the 
anée to Charlies’ ferry, thence across to 
St. Mark’s and down to the gulf at deep 
water. This project was recommended by 
moter yggrwere Colonel Gilmore in 1877 in @ re- 
. copy of which will be shown you. 
hrough inland waterways along the gulf 
coast, which can be completed at small 
cost, this canal would be in effect a con- 
tinuation of the Mississippi and other 
rivers flowing into the gulf, furnishing a 


a south Atlantic warm water port, 500 miles 
nearer the Panama canal than is Hampton 
Roads, and assuring for the future cheaper 
freight rates to the Atlantic seaboard and 
for export for all the products of the states 
bordering on the gulf and on the rivers 
emptying into it. The cotton, grain, tim- 
ber and agricultural products of all these 
states would receive the perpetual benefit 
of water barge transportation rates, cheaper 
than any existing rates to the Atlantic sea- 
board and to European countries. The coal 
from Alabama, moving by barge transpor- 
tation down the Black Warrior and Mobile 
Yivers -would continue by inland waterways 
a distance of 250 miles to St. Mark’s and 
thence 226 miles through the canal to St. 
Mary's and Fernandina. This coal moving 
about 900 miles by barge transportation 
could be delivered at the seaboard cheaper 
than Pocahontas coal is delivered by an all- 
rail route of between 400 and 5600 miles to 
Hampton Roads. Similarly with oil, sul- 
phur and other mineral products. From 
this Atlantic port a direct course can be 
laid to the British Isles, to Burope, to Cuba 
and to Atlantic South American ports. As 
the most southern coaling port on the At- 
lantic it would become the last port of 
call going to and the first port of call com- 
ing from the Panama canal, furnishing 
bunkering, repair, dry dock and other fa- 
cilities to the merchant marine now being 
built by our country. 

As governor of Georgia and as chairman 
of the Georgia Council of- Defense, I have 
personally investigated this situation and 
am convinced that the building of this 
canal is urgently necessary as a war meas- 
ure and as a factor in the maintenance of 
our mercantile marine. The feasibility 
and wisdom of its construction have been 
approved by government engineers, whose 
reports are available. 

Believing that its completion will re- 
dound to the benefit of your state and its 
citigens as well as to my own and that its 
early completion will be of incalculable 
benefit to our country in the conduct of 
the war, I am sending this telegram to the 
governors of the states of Florida, Alabama, 
Mississipp!, _Loulsiana, Texas, Arkansas, 
Missouri, Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois 
and West Virginia. I respectfully urge 
upon each of you that you meet me at 
Folkston, Ga., on the morning of June 10, 
where you will be taken by boat down the 
St. Mary’s river to the Atlantic, a distance 
of 60 miles, constituting a compteted link 
in the proposed waterway. You are in- 
vited to spend the 10th and llth at St. 
Mary’s as our guests, where the entire 
project will be explained. You are asked 
to bring to this conference some leading 
business member of your State Council of 
Defense. The secretary of the treasury 
will be invited to be present, as will other 
leading public men. A full letter of details 
will be mailed you, though you are especial- 
ly requested to wire me if possible your 
acceptance of this invitation immediately 
on receipt of this. 

The urgent needs of our country and my 
belief in the importance of prompt action 
in this connection justify my urging you 
to attend this conference even at the sacri- 
fice of other important

It is difficult now 
for the cit to appropriate enough 
money for the needed work and it is 
hard for property owners to make the 
payments for their share of the work 
in four installments’. Under the pres- 
ent plan, said Mr. Nutting, it is also 
difficult to secure bids from contrac- 
tors, as few contractors can finance 
a project, and the contractors have 
to add 40 per cent to the job on ac- 
count of the uncertainty they experi- 
ence in receiving their pay with 
promptness. 

He then outlined the provistons of 
the ordinance asking the legislature to 
make changes in the city charter and 
the state constitution, by which the 
baby bond plan could be inaugurated 
in Atlanta. 

He stated that the plan was not new, 
that it had been tried before in many 
cities, and that it had also been in- 
troduced in Atlanta, having passed 
council at one. time, only to be so 
greatly changed by the friends of the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
that the people were advised to vote 
against the amendment. 

He advocated the baby bond plan, 
saying the city could not now get up 
the money with which-to pave the 
streets. 

W. D. Hoffman, ‘member of council, 
was the next speaker on the program. 
He said the streets would never be 
paved under the present plan, and 
advocated the amendments. “There are 
600 miles of streets in Atlanta,” he 
stated, “400 miles of which have never 
been improved. Ninety-five miles of 
these streets are occupied by the street 
car tracks.” 

Mr. Hoffman stated that the streets 
ordinary fund of $60,000 provided by 
council and divided equally among the 
ten wards of the city was not more 
than sufficient to fill up the holes, 
and urged every man present to get 
behind the movement and help to put 
a plan over that would untie the hands 
of the councilmen. 

President Arkwright, of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, who had 
been invited to speak, was given the 
floor, and he explained in the outset 
that the changes in the amendment to 
the city charter which was spoken of 
by Councilman Nutting was brought 


office and asked his approval of the 
fight on the measure. 

Mr. Arkwright then took up the pro- 
posed amendments to the city charter 
and state constitution and voiced his 
disapproval of the measures in a speech 
that indicated his deep study of the 
question. 

‘Tnder the present plan,” eatd Mr. 
Arkwright, “the cost of paving a street 
is assessed by deducting from the to- 
tal cost the amount chargeable to the 
street railway company, and the re- 
mainder is divided as follows: One- 
third to the city and one-third to prop- 
erty owners on one side @f the street, 
and a third to those on the other side. 
Repaving is done in a similar manner, 
but before repaving can be done, the 
old paving must be condemned as worn 
out and unfit for use.

Then he pointed out that under the 
proposed law, the cost of a paving job 
was to be borne, after deducting the 
amount ye A ag by the street car com- 
pany, who ae by the property owners, 
the city not contributing anything to 
the cost. 

He went into detafis in order to show 
that the proposed plan of making the 
property owner pay the full costs was 
unjust, and laid great stress upon the 
objection to the plan of removing the 
share of the city in such work. ere 
the city pays a portion of the cost of 
the work,” said he, “it has a financial 
interest in the amount of the pavin 
done, the character of the pavemen 
selected and the suitability of the 
pavement for the neighborhood as well 
as the prices bid for the particular 
pavement.

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-__ INDEFENSIBLE. 


In a communication, which appears in 
another column of this page, B. S. Willing- 
ham, a worthy and an estimable citizen of 
Forsyth, Monroe county, says: “I feel it but 
justice to our commissioners to call your 
attention to the unfair attitude you are 
‘placing our county in’—referring to The 
Constitution’s criticism of Monroe’s “flunk” 
in refusing to match the federal government 
dollar for dollar for good roads. 

The Constitution holds in highest esteem 
the people of Monroe county, than whom 
there are no better people in Georgia. 

But, ff their attitude toward highway 
construction is fairly expressed by Mr. Wil- 
- Mngham in his comnmunication, they are pur- 
suing a benighted theory of highway devel- 
opment, and one that will react on the 
county. 

- Our correspondent argues, for example, 
that because Monroe is larger than any of 
the other counties through which this ar-

cel,

terial highway passes, and hence kas more 


miles of it for which to: provide, it should 
not be expected to care for so long a stretch 
‘ through its own limits. 

But, we venture to say, that if an attempt 
were to be made to subdivide Monroe county 
and cut it down to the proportions of some 
of the other countries through which this 
road passes, 
rise in revolt! 

The greatest element of the strength of 
that county, and the one which affords the 
more reason why it should willingly do its 
full part toward the construction of this 
highway, lies in its magnitude and prosper- 
ity. It Is a great county, and every rod of 
this highway that lies within its borders is 
an asset that the county should prize! 

Mr. Willingham reasons that because its 
link of this bisecting artery constitutes only 
27 miles of the 1,200 miles of public road 
within Monroe county this particular stretch 
of highway should not have more than its 
proportionate share of the county’s attention, 
inferentially taking the .position that the 
road funds of the county ought to be appor- 
tioned over its whole highway system on a 
strictly mileage basis. 

The answer to such an argument is that 
the effective road- -building experience of the 
entire world since the dawn of civilization 
has never been based upon that policy, and 
there is not today a single state in the 
United States in which it is applied! 

The adoption of such a policy by any 
county or by any state would mean abso- 
lutely no system of trunk. highways: it 
would mean that highway funds would be 
dribbled away, doing nobody any substantial 
good. 

The government of the United States 

wisely recognized the fallacy of that prin- 
ciple in basing its whole highway structural 
policy upon the theory of establishing main 
trunk highways first, the natural result be- 
Ing, of course, subsequent demand for col- 
lateral local and connecting lines ramifying 
the country contiguous to the trunk routes. 

Monroe county—and the same applies to 
every other county involved—would as a 
whole be immeasurably benefited by this 
main, bisecting artery. ‘The building of that 
one trunk highway would be the first step 
in the development of a commensurate high- 
way system, criss-crossing the whole county.

TRAFFIC REGULATIONS. 


‘As Atlanta grows—and there are few 
American cities which are growing faster 
than is Atlanta—the fact becomes daily 
more apparent that rules and regulations 
invoked, and which served to meet civic 
conditions a few years-ago are inadequate 
today. : 

The location of the army cantonment 
here, adding as it has thousands to the 
city’s normal population and bringing thou- 
sands upon thousands of transient visitors 
within our gates, has afforded daily empha- 
sis of that fact. 3 

During business hours dally the main 
downtown thoroughfares of Atlanta are 
cluttered with empty waiting automobiles, 
lined up obliquely along either curb and on 
the viaducts. The result is that the width 
of the street is, so far as its availability for 
public use is concerned, reduced during the 
business hours of the day by approximately 
twice the length of an automobile. Hence 
unavoidable collisions, accidents, damage 
suits, untold annoyance, costly delay to 
vehicular traffic which has to thread its way 
gingerly to avoid serious mishaps, and the 
utter inability on the part of street car 
motormen to fun on time and make sched- 
ule connections. , 

The owners of the automobiles are not 
to blame, for they are simply acting within 
their legal rights and in accordance with 
custom. And they themselves suffer from 
the inconvenience the same as do other 
members of society, and would as cheerfully 
welcome such a change in traffic regula- 
tions as would afford a remedy. 

This is a matter to which the city au- 
thorities, especially the members of council, 
might well direct attention. They should 
make a careful study of the situation, ascer- 
tain how other cities have met and regu- 
lated similar conditions, and apply the best 
ideas obtainable in revamping the rules 
governing the downtown traffic in Atlanta. 

This is no longer a village nor a small 
city; and for it to continue under traffic 
rules and regulations that’served a decade 
ago is as inappropriate as for a man to try 
to wear the coat that fit him when he was 
a boy. 


AMERICA’S RESPONSIBILITY. 


Colonel Ivor Thord-Gray, a British soldier 
of 21 years’ service, and a veteran of eleven 
wars, who is now in this country on a patri- 


otic mission, in an address a few days ago, 


admitted point blank that “if America had 
not entered the war we would: eventually 
have lost it,” so tremendous is the Hun’s 
fighting machine. 

Stressing the full seriousness of the sit- 
uation as it stands today, Colonel Thord- 


4 Gray said: 


“If America had not entered the war we 
would eventually have lost it. If France 
withdraws we will lose it, and if Eng- 
land withdraws the allies will lose the 
war. We must stand together. The only 
chance of German victory is the disin- 
tegration of the allies.” 

America, in his opinion, will save the day 
for civilization, not only because of the phys- 
ical aid it is giving and will continue to in- 
crease, but also because of the hope and as- 
surance with which its belligerence inspires 
its associate nations. “And as for what 
America has done since entering the war, 
Colonel Thord-Gray says it is nothing short 
of miraculous. He said that a year ago he 
had estimated what America would do in a 
year; but, he,declared, “the results are 100 
per cent better than my estimate!” And he 
predicted that the American shipping board 
will this year turn out more torpedo boat de- 
stroyers than all of the Allies combined had 
prior to 1914—citing that as only one phase 
of our: war activities, illustration of what 
this country is doing in all lines preparatory 
to “putting the kibosh’” on the monster of 
central Europe. 

That is the sort of “criticism” that helps! 
It is hopeful, constructive appreciation by 
an analytical foreigner’ and the kind of com- 
ment the tendency of which is to enthuse 
and to encourage in praise of whom it is 
uttered, and to spur them on to even greater 
endeavor. 

And of still greater stimulus should be 
this veteran warrior’s further statement that 
he has “fought cannibals in Africa, head- 
hunters in the Philippines and savages in 
Asia, but— 

“I have never met any enemy that 


treated women: and children in so damna- 
ble a fashion as the Germians.”’ 


That is the type of beast we are fighting: 


rand, regardless of the time and men and 


money and personal sacrifices it may take 
to do it, his power has got to be broken 
down and destroyed. He has got to be, and 
will be, conquered. It is a fight to deter. 
mine whether that sort of ultra-barbarianism 
shall dominate mankind or whether civiliza- 
tien and humar’ rights shall henceforth have 
a place in the world.

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Citizen Defends Attitude of 
Monroe on Trunk Highway 


_county in. 


Editor Constitution: 
day appears an article headed “Monroe 
Blocks Highway Project’ that does our peo- 
ple a very serious injustice. In the first 
place, the highway of 103 miles between 
Macon and Atlanta passes through the coun- 
ties of Bibb, Monroe, Pike, Spalding, Henry, 
Clayton and Fulton, and were the mileage 
equally divided there would be practically 15 
miles for each county to keep up. As it is, 
Monroe is called upon to provide for a little 
over one-fourth, or about 27 miles of this 
highway. The writer has gone _ over” this 
highway from Atlanta to Macon within the 
last ten davs, and, with the exception of that 
portion of road that passes through Bibb 
county, Monroe’s part of it was unquestion- 
ably superior to that in any other county 
from the Bibb line to the state capitol, not 
excepting that portion in Fulton county out- 
side the city of Atlanta. It is not fair to 
condemn Monroe because she refuses to 
spend practically all of her road funds upon 
this highway. 

Monroe county has a larger public road 
mileage than any two of the counties men- 
tioned above, and the citizens who live off 
the public highway, but pay taxes, are en- 
tilled to consideration in the building of 
roads as much as those residing on the high- 
way, and it is to the credit of the commis- 
stoners that they see fit thus to administer 
the funds, as glad as we would all be to see 
this particular highway in perfect condition. 
If you will study the facts a little I think 
you will be convinced of the injustice done 
our officials, 

Monroe has 1,200 miles of pubMe road to 
keep up, and in this is the 27 miles referred: 
to. She derives her fund from a taxable value 
of $4,000,000, while the other counties be- 
tvaeen Macon and Atlanta, including Bibb 
and Fulton, have only 75 miles of national 
highway to keep up, and derive their road 
fund from a taxable value of something like 
$160,000,000; so you will see at a glance that 
it cannot be reasonably expected of us, with 
our limited revenue and the convicts appor- 
tioned to us, to maintain a perfect system 
of roads; but I do insist that no county in 
this section of the state, with the exception 
of Bibb, now has higher class roads than 
Monroe. 

If you will have the author of the article 
in today’s paper take the trip over the high- 
way from Atlanta to Macon, if he does not 
pronounce that portion of the highway pass- 
ing through Monroe to be superior to that por-

How Amendment 
Would Change Law. 


That the ‘matter of Mr. Grandland’s pro- 
posed- amendment may be plain to every one 
—and certainly there is no more important 
political news in Georgia today—I will quote 
from the Neil act, section one— 

“Wherever any political party in this 
state shall hold primary elections for nomi- 
nation of candidates for United States sen- 
ator, governor, statehouse officers, justices 
of the supreme court and judges of the court 
of appeals, such party or authorities shall 
cause all candidates for nominations for said 
offices to be voted for on one and the same 
day throughout the state, which is hereby 
fixed on the second Wednesday in Septem- 
ber of each year in which there is a regular 
general election. Candidates for nominations 
to above named offices who receive, re- 
spectively, the HIGHEST NUMBER of popular 
votes in any given county shall be 
ed to have carried such county, 
entitled to the full vote of such county on 
the county unit basis; that is to say, two 
votes for each representative to which euch 
county. is entitled in the lower house of the 
general assembly, etc.” 

The words “highest ‘ number,” 
caps above, would be changed, under the 
Grantland amendment, to the one word 
“majority.” Substitute the latter word, and 
read the section over—and this is the crux 
of the entire law—-and it can be seen at a 
glance just what this proposed 
will mean.

A Majority Rule 
Basis of Democracy. 

I have gone into this matter analytically 
because The Constitution has the fact that 
this amendment will be submitted from no 
less an authority than Mr. Grantland him- 
self; and that it will Be one of the sensa- 
tional features of the early days of the 
coming legislature is assured.

Same old story. The lady isn’t to blame for 
her ignorance of phystology and hygiene, but 
the doctor ought to be ashamed of himself 
to drag in the liver on any such evidence. 

Why do the middle aged womén  insifst 
upon attributing any disturbance of health 
to the innocent factor of age? Just because 
some old almanac specialist in by-@one 
times—back in the neocene period—seiszed 
upon that little deception as a handy thing 
to have about the factory, and because 
grandma had no other literature than the 
almanacs and occasionally friendly letters 
from cigar-smoking strangers who did busi- 
ness under feminine names, are the women 
going to retain the delusion forever? 

Change of life is a physiological, normal 
event, and never an explanation of any dis- 
turbance of health, no matter what well 
meaning, but ignorant, friends think aboue 
it or what overworked doctor may have mut- 
tered in his beard.

‘Germans came in wave formation and 
then scattered widely: Ome squadron 
drepped bombs a few hundred feet 
from an American field hospital and 
at the same time one of the long range 
guns shelled a village a few hundred 


yards away. 

The first alarm was sounded at 11 
o’clock. The dropping of bombs and 
the firing of many anti-aircraft gung 
began almost immediately. After a 
brief pause the raiders returned to re- 


main almost until dawn.

In some instances the bombs fell 
within thirty and forty feet of a hos- 
pital building, but, fortunately, there 
were no direct hits. A French nurse, 
her mother and two little sisters were 
killed in a house a short distance from 
a hospital. Another nurse was stand- 
ing on the upper floor of the hospital, 
ministering to patients when a piece 
of bomb struck her, piercing her lung. 

Atianta Girl in Hospital. 

Five American nurses were in tne 
same hospital. _They were Miss Mary 
McCandlish, Atlanta; Miss Natalie 
Scott, of New Orleans; Miss Helen 
Spalding, of Brooklyn; Miss’ Blanche 
Gilbert, of Cleveland, and Miss Con- 
stance Cook, of San Francisco. While 
the raid was in progress they went 
about cheering the patients. Although 
many serious cases of sick and wound- 
ed were aggravated because they had 
to-be moved, the nurses had to carry 
them to the lower floors and the cellar. 

“It was an exciting time,” said Miss 
Scott, “but there was no panic. Some 
of our boys actually slept through it 
all, although their beds were showered 
with broken glass.” 

Three American ambulances were 
éaught in the raid. Sergeant Ethan 
Wells, of San Francisco, who was driv- 
ing the first ambulance, said: 


“Our three ambulances were hurry- 
ing to hospitals with patients when a 
bomb wrecked a building directly in 
front of us, in ‘a narrow street. Our 
ambulance was perforated by flying 
missiles. We were all hurled out, put 
escaped with a few scratches.” 

Private Robert A. Bowman, of Gal- 
veston, who was in the same car, said: 

“There was a terrific explosion. The 
next thing I knew I was lying on the 
ground. I looked around and heard 
the patients groaning. I pulled myself 
together and found the: patients unin- 
ured, “except for the shock. Our am- 
Caines was shot to pieces.” 


Car Completely Wrecked. 


The second car apparently received 
the full force of the explosion and was 
completely wrecked. 

Private Roscoe Wiley, of Madison- 
ville, Texas, was driving the third car. 
Sergeant J. W. Nolder, of Altoona, Pa., 
and three patients were with him. 

“There was wreckage all around us,” 
eaid Sergeant Nolder. “Injured civil- 
fans in the shattered houses nearby 
were begging for help. We all pitched 
in as s00n as we had recovered from 
the shock and assisted in the work of 
rescue. We had to dig many persons 
from the debris, but the light of small 
pocket lamps. Meanwhile enemy air- 
craft were buzzing overhead. The 
barrage was deafening. Bombs contin- 
wed to fall. It was worse than any- 
thing in the trenches. I would rather 
been in No Man’s Land.” 

In one village a large funeral estab- 
lishment opposite a hospital was bomb- 
ed and wrecked. .Although the patients 
in the hospitals were hurriedly cov- 
ered with blarkets and carried off to 
cellars, there was no panic anywhere. 

The Americans and French joked 
and laughed. One American who par- 
ticipated in the capture of Cantigny, 
said: 

“We've got Fritz’s goat. Welicked 
the tar out of him when we took Can- 
tigny. Now that some of us are sick 
or injured and helpless he wants re- 
venge. If murdering sick and wounded, 
defenseless women and old men and 
children is his idea of ‘kultur,’ we must 
destroy ‘kultur,’ if it takes us a hun- 
dred years.”

The surgeons were just about to op- 
erate on an aviation officer and the 
American medical officer was stand- 
ing by with the anaesthetic when the 
crash came. All those in the room 
were buried under an avalanche of 
brick and woodwork. The demolished 
wing caught fire and burned fiercely 
with many victims still pinned in the 
wreckage. 

Nothing more awful has occurred in 
the annals of the hospital service since 
the war began. Every available per- 
son in the neighborhood was called 
out to assist in the rescue work and 
two fire brigades were called in. The 
hospital proper was rapidly, emptied 
of patients and personnel. - 
Scores of persons worked frenziedly 
at the flaming mass vf twisted timbers 
in their attempts to reach those en- 
tombed and many unconscious forms 
were carried out by heroic men who 
risked their lives. Excellent work on 
the part of the firemen finally resulted 
in the fire being extinguished, but 
there were still many victims, includ- 
ing more than one sister, buried in the 
ruins. There was no hope that they 
were alive.

Washington, May 31.—Drafted men 
claiming conscientious objection to mil- 
itary service, and who have been 


found by army authorities to be sin- 
cere in refusing duty with non-com- 
batant units as prescribed by President 
Wilson, are to be segregated at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., under terms of’ an 
order announced tonight by Secretary 
Baker. If found to be sincere in their 
scruples by a special board of inquiry 
they will be furloughed to work on 
farms as laborers at a private’s pay. 

Federal Judge Mack, of Chicago, 
Dean Stone, of Columbia Law. school, 
and Major Stoddard, of the advocate 
eneral'’s office, constitute the board of 
nquiry. 

“lnder no circumstances will con- 
scientious objectors be discharged from 
their responsibilities under the selec- 


instructions are renewed to militar 
courts-martial to try and punish all 


in attempting to convert others to their 
belief. 

The new board will give a final 
test to those acquitted or not tried by 
the military tribunals, and if it does 
not recommend a furlough for farm la- 
bor, or the objector refuses to accept 
it, punishment under the articles of 
war is provided. In exceptional cases, 
the board is authorized to assign ob- 
jectors to the Frienda ‘reconstruction 
unit’ in. France. 

Money earned by the furloughed ob- 
jectors in excess of a private’s pay and 
subsistence is to go to the Red Cross 
end the permission is to be continuéd 
only so long as the objector is reported 
by disinterested obeesrvers to be work- 
ing to the best of his ability. 

Only a relatively small number of 
men will be affected by the order, as 
most of the objectors promptly accept 
non-combatant service.

H. Lacoske Burned at 
Taylor Field. 


Montgomery, Ala. May 31.—George 
H. Lacoske, 24, cadet aviator, was 
killed at Taylor field this afternoon 
when his plane went into a nose dive. 
The plane fell about 200 feet. 

Twacoske has been flying unassisted 
for several weeks, being one of the 
early arrivals of the cadet squad. This 
afternoon he had started on another 
solo spin and was apparently having 
no trouble whatever until the machine 
dipped suddenly and resolving itself 
into a nose spin, crashed to the ground 
from an altitude of, 200 feet. As the 
plane struck the ground it burst into 
flames and was practically destryoed. 
Before the young aviator could be re- 
moved by friends his body, too, had 
been ,badly marked by the flames.. 

Geérge Lacoske enlisted at Saginaw, 
Mich., several months ago, going to the 
signal corps. His mother, Mrs. Anna 
Lacoske, survives, and she was at once 
apprised of the death of her son.

Washington, May 31.—The largest 
annual army appropriation bill in his-

The house broke its record for speed 
on an army bill by taking the final 
vote after three days of debate. 

The measure is framed to provide for 
an army of three million men during 
the coming year, in accordance with 
the government's revised program for 
rushing soldiers to France. Some of 
its big items are $6,315,135,000 for the 
quartermaster corps; $3,396,000,000 for 
ordnance; $1,028,000,000 for the engin- 
eers; $990,250,812 for aviation and 
$267,000,000 for the medical corps. 


A provision prohibiting the use of 
stop-watches or other speeding-up de- 
vices in plants where money provided 
in the bill is spent was adopted by a 
vote of 63 to 59. The house also adopt- 
ed an amendment by Representative 
Anthony, of Kansas, forbidding “cost 
Plus” contracts except in emergencies. 

During the debate Representative 
Longworth and others condemned what 
they called over optimistic statements 
concern the number of American 
soldiers sent overseas and the amount 
of arms and equipment provided for 
them.

From Weevil Ravage

, weevil will be tried by the state de- 
partment of entomology early in June, 


at, the sea islang experiment station 
near Valfiosta. Entomologist A. C. 
Lewis and Ira Willidms, sea _ island 
expert, who have this week been look- 
ing over the work at the station, state 


that an experiment of duSting the cot- 


(ton plants with a solution of arsenate 


of lead, sulphur and other ingredients 
will be tried out, The equipment nec- 
essary for the work has been provided 
and the experiments will begin next 
week. 

An average of twenty acres a day 
will be dusted ‘with the equipment pro- 
vided at the station here, and it is es- 
timated that the poison will remain on 
the plants for five or six days unless 
washed off by heavy rains. This pe- 
riod of time, Mr. Williams believes, 
will be sufficient to kill vast numbers 
of the weevils. He feels sure that the 
dusting will not injure the plant or 
fibre, and he frankly admits that so. 
far experiments along this line have 
not been extended enough to prove 
their worth. If the weevil can be 
poisoned by the dusting method, it will 
prove intensive and save millions of 
dollars to the cotton growers. eThe 
methods to be employed here will be 
watched with interest by cotton grow- 
ers all over the country. -
